1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on September 12, 2006 in response to Examiner's Office 
Action has been reviewed. Claims 1, 3-21, 23-32 and 34-42 are pending in the application. 
Claims 2, 22, 33 are canceled, and claims 1, 3-5. 18, 19, 21, 23-25, 31, 32 and 34-36 are 
amended. 

2. Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephonic interview with 
Mr. Samuel Kassatly, Reg. No. 32,247, on May 07, 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 21, 

line 4, after "a fixed size", -that is stored into memory, and- has been added. 
Claim 32, 

line 5, after a first set of instruction codes", -stored into memory— has been added. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 1-16, filed on September 12, 2006, with respect to 
claims 1, 3-21, 23-32 and 34-42 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,3-21, 23-32 and 34-42 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination sliding a 
window of a fixed size over the fixed-size chunks and tracking a residue data that has been slid 
over by the window and emitting the data in the window as a duplicate chunk as set forth in 
independent claims 1,21 and 32. 

Dependent claims 3-20, 23-31 and 34-42 being further limiting to the independent claims 
1,21 and 32 respectively, definite and enable by the Specification are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Milliken US Patent No. 6978384 teaches a method and system for 
sequence number checking. Sequence numbers of data packets are compared to a "sliding" 
window. The sliding window indicates a range of sequence numbers considered valid (or 
invalid). The size of the sliding window may be a particular value or varied. The closest prior art 
fails to anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
